.~ 778s Canada was before the war—almost exclusively a debtor nation. In 
_ pre-war days, for example, the British people had almost three billion dollare 
invested in Canada. “They owned: huge blocks of national, Provincial, and 
municipal securities. They held the bu\t of the bonds and stock of,our rail- 
ways.. They had much money ‘in’ Western lands and in Eastern manu- 
facturing enterprises. _ Large blocks of bank capital ‘were British: It re- 
quired the export of about a hundred and fifty million dollars’ worth of 
Canadian products yearly to pay even the interest on this great investment. 
That fact-indicates’ why Canadian exports to Great Britain were greater 
--than Canada’s imports from Great Britain: . They had tohe about a hundred 
and fifty million greater if we were not to keep going more deeply into debt 
year by year through the reinvestment of British money in Canada. 
During the war the British people‘sold or put in pledge large amounts 
of Canadian securities—not less probably than half a billion dollars' worth— 
* and ns have been buying these securitics by means of a large Laake bn 
of exports. It is anticipated that after all’ the war accounts are bala 
Canada will have reduced her debt to British capital by at least half a billion 
dollars, and that hereafter she will have to export twenty-five million dollars’ 
worth less of her products than in pre-war years to pay her annual interest 
dill to Great Britain, e 
But it may be,argued that the Canadian people as a whole will pot 
benefit ber ause some of them owe less to some of the British people than they 
did before the war. This is a mistaken view. It is true that there has been 
@ vast increase-of Canada's internal debt because of the war. For a period: 
of years too long to estimate with any degree of certainty all the people of 
Canada as taxpayers will have to pay about $120,000,000 a year. as interest 


on the war debt to the, much smaller number of Canadians who hold. war j 


bonds. But when we get down to concrete cases instead of dealing in the 
mass the debt burden of two billions does not look so hopelessly large. The 
interest amounts to about $15 per year per head, Every.shop girl or domestic 
or workingman who has been able to buy three hundred dollars’ worth of 
Victory bonds—and their numbers run up into hundreds of thousands— 
will get annually in intereat from the Government_a little more than enough 
to pay his or her share of the taxation due to war debt. In other words, their 
savings cancel their share of the debt. . 
Had the country tried to finance its war expenditure by foreign instead 
of internal loans—supposing that to have been possible—the condition of 
Canada would have been vastly more serious to-day. - Our. debt to external 
creditors would have been @ver four and a haif billion dollars, and to pay the 
interest at the current rate would have involved the export of about two 
hundred and thirty million dollars’ worth of Canadian products yearly 
without any corresponding imports. Tho effect upon the manufacturers 
and merchants of Canada of such # drain would have been almost ruinous, 
for the people of the Dominion would have their buying capacity very 
seriously reduced by the export of their products to pay interest on the ex- 
‘ternal debt. It is therefore of great importancethat the Canadian people 
as a whole should owe some of the Canadian people.the bulk of the money 
spent in prosecuting the war..

@ If the argument here presented is a sound one, then it follows that to 
limit of our capacity we should continue to buy Victory Bonds.

The ferméntation commences prac- 
tically as coon as the silage is In the 
silo, and will be'good or. bad accord- 
ing to the prevailing conditlons as 
described above.

These bacteria, yeasta and plant 
enzymes act on some of the starch 
and sugar that is present in (Re corn 
changing the starch Orst to.sugar and 
then to -acids, alcohol and carbon 
di-oxide, and varlous other products 
of fermentation of somewhat minor 
significance, 

The acids, more particularly the 
Jactic acid thus produced, constitute 
the preservative substance ensuring 
good silage, . ft is desirable to get 
the maximum amount of lactic acid 
Produced quickly, with tho minimum 
amount of alcohol and carbon di- 
oxide 23 these two latter pass off as 
gas and thus mean loss of the sugar 
content as'they, as wel] as the lactic 
acid, are made from the sugar. 

Lactic acid bacteria are respons- 
{ble for-the production of the lactic 
acid‘ and yeasts are mostly respons- 
ible for the production of the alcohol 
and inuch of the carbon di-oxide. 
Lactic acid bacteria and yeasts as 
some, undesirable kinds of bacteria 
and molds are usually present in 
considerable numbers on the corn at 
the time ft Is ‘filled .into the silo.

WOMEN WHO KILL. 
4 Few of Them Have Been noe 
Mercenary. 

Do women commit cold-blooded 
aurder? That there have been thou- 
sands of women killers within a gen- 
tration we know. But are their 
slayings not always cither what the 
French call crimes passionnels, or 
killings -of revenge, or’ homicides 
founded on morbid sensuality, or oc- 
saslongdue to pathological conditions 
—insanity, neurosis, hysteria or 
epilepsy? In a word, do women kill, 
as countless men in every age and 
time have killed, for exclusively mer- 
cenary motives and with calm pre- 
meditation? 

These old but ever fresh questions 
are revived by the confession and 
\lfe-long sentence of Mrs. Amy E. 
Archer Gilligan in Connecticut. A few 
days since, this mature woman her- 
self Dfought to an end a three years’ 
Oght “against charges of the state 
which Inferentially involved the 
deaths of perhaps 40 human beings 

This woman was not emotionally 
or erotically. concerned with any of 
her victims, At-no point “was any 
ha' or passion against any one 
shown. She tried to plead insanity, 
but: repeated examining boards of 
physicians found her all too sane, She 
had simply murdered a number, and 
Perhaps a very large number, of old 
men and women to profit a few hun- 
ae dollars extra on each trucida- 

jon, . 

A complete and perfect Horgla, 
one with few parallels, 

But if Lucretia Borgia’a record, 
true or fabulous, in no way compares 
to this story, there are other women 
along the backwaters of history, old 
and new, whose doings will add evi- 
dence to support the truth that wo- 
man may kill and does kill as calmly 
and consciously as man. 

The celebrated Marie d'Aubray, 
Marquise de Brinvilliers, 1630-76, is 
one of the best examples from olden 
mes, Having exhausted’ her hus- 
band’s fortune and disposed of him, 
ahe polsoned her mother, father and 
other relatives in startling succession, 
to possess herself of their money. She

4nd All He Remembers of Great Au 
thor Is the Peculiar Style of 
His Clothes. 

The perseverance with which the 
unimportant Hngers {n memory is il- 
lustrated by the sum total of what the 
veteran porter who lately retired from 
his post at Temple Gate, London, can 
now recall about Charles Dickens.

“Through all the actions of our 
enemies there runs the red thread 
of attack at whatever cost and in 
whatever circumstances, often reach- 
Ing a degree of audacity. Similar 
daring should be our answer at every 
opportunity. Every blow should be 
answered by a blow. If strategically 
the Reds have no rear, which in- 
creases their bravado, actually they 
are very sensitive to surprise attacks 

;and encirclements. 

“But remembering tho ability of 
the Reds to recuperate quickly after 
unsuccessful conflicts, I most in- 
sistently recommend sure, determin- 
ed, oven bold tactics aiming to smash 
the enemy and not to win territory, 
ta place him in a position of death 
or surrender-and not make him cra- 
cuate a sector.

When it comes tg considering ‘the 
business of the “‘medulla oblongata,” 
which is a great enlargement of the 
upper end of the spinal cord, just 
below the brain, he Is pretty ‘ouch 
in the dark. 

There must be 2 motor somewhere, 
to drive the machinery of the, body. 
There is the blood to be kept con- 
tinually circulating through many 
miles of veins and arteries, and, to 
‘accomplish this, power must be" ap- 
plied to the pump which we call the 
heart, Power must be avallable for 
use by the external muscles, and for 
many other purposes. 

Your nervous system in vastly 
more. complex than you probably 
imagine. Distributed on the

Ma- 
dero won, but this first blast of olf 
Propaganda also won, and its victory 
was more enduring than Madero‘s. 
So’ successful was this ‘initial use ‘of 
oll propaganda that the Sena(le of 
the United States appointed 2 com- 
mittee to investigate the charges, and 
after numerous hearings and ‘the 
testimony of many withesses whith 
filled 400 this committee ‘de- 
veloped the incontrovertible fact that 
the charges were "utterly unfounded:

KIEV WELL WORTH A VISIT: 


Capital of the Ukraine Remarkable 
Combination of Old and 
New Cities. 

Kiev contains about fire hundred 
thousand inhabitants, and comprises 
four distinct districts, which may also 
be called sxepxrate towns. Podol. the 
commercial quarter, skirts the river 
Dnieper, and above It, on a steep de 
clivity, is Lipki, the residential quar 
ter, and an enchanting spot In sum 
mer, with {ts‘pandsome villas embow- 
ered In dark, luxuriant foliage. 

North of that is Kiev proper, which 
contains the university and the ca- 
thedral of St. Sophin, a building erect- 
ed in the eleverth century, but xo con- 
stantly repaired nnd added to that ity 
Is now a huge and towering sirictice| 
with more than a dozen large golden 
domes. 

Ilere also are the theaters, hotels 
and shops, which are quite as modern 
nx those of Petrograd or Moscow, Pet- 
chersk, the fourth district, Is well 
worth seeing, for {t is honeycombed 
with caves and catacombs that in old- 
en days were used as places of refuge 
and as monastic cells; and where, aur 
{ng holy festivals, one can dere) 
move through the dense crowds of pl- 
grims, of whom three hundred thea- 
sand annually visit this ancient and 
revered monastery. 





Warships May Carry Mail. 

Removing their side armor, protec 
tive decks, barbettes and guns would 
change battle cruisers into fine malt 
liners with plenty of room for passen- 
gers. That Is the proposal which has 
the approval of the Swedish minister 
of marine for application to the Swed- 
Ish navyy’s two largest warships, The 
vessels so paeificated would have 2,000 
tons dead-welght capacity with a dis- 
Placezvent of 4,300 tons and a speed 
of 25 to 30 miles en hour, Sweden's 
navy numbers 69 war craft of all kinds, 
all of which are well designed and con- 
structed, but rather small for nctual 
war purposes, This appears to be the

Nothing more serious than mumps 
Was the cause of a Canadian soldier 
belng discovered who is claimed to 
be the most remarkable man in the 
world.. This is an unquestionable 
conclusion to be drawn froth a de- 
scription of the extraordinary war- 
tior given in the London Lancet. 

The man was originally a Breton 
sailor.. He emigrated to Canada eight 
yeas ago, and enlisted in the Cana- 

dian army. Later he © developed 
mumps and was sent io a military 
hospital, where his remarkable quali- 
tles were discovered. 

It was. observed that the. patient 
was a well-developed, ‘powerful-look- 
ing man of a very cheerful, even tem- 
Derament, good natured and far re- 
moved from the neurotic or bysteri- 
cal type. But he was found to. be 
almost entirely devold of sensation: 

He is insensible to pain and has 
undergone serious operations without 
any anaesthetic. His body is plenti- 
fuliy strewn with the scars of wounds 
and burns that he has in@icted on 
himself for bets or- to astanish the 
onlookers. The author of the account 
in the Lancet tells of seeing him hold 
a burning match against the skin of 
his arm and then pick off the char- 
red fibre. Me has neyer suffered from: 
headache, toothache, or pain of any 
other description. 

The patient possesses no sense of 
touch, He cannot distinguish between 
heat or cold, whether In the tem- 
perature of food on of the weather, 
and fever and chills cause him to 
perspire or shiver, but without any 
sensation of cold or heat. 

No sense of -muscular position 
seems present and the man says that 
he can not tell whether his arms or 
legs are moving or not. He has no 
sense of fatigue and the only. way 
that he is made aware cf failing 
strength after. prolonged and violent 
effort Is by his falling to the ground, 

He js unable to find his nose with- 
out guiding: his hands by sight and 
if he be moved about when his eyes

is food in this country. ~ =. 

? (One: of Canada’s ‘s'greatest, natural resources are her fisheries. - They 
are now worth to this country over fifty million dollars annually and they 
give employment to about one hundred: thousand people; but keeping in 
view that Canada has fisheries that are second to none anywhere, not 
only in their extensiveness, but in their quality, variety and abundance, 
there is every reason why fisheries-productions should be rapidly expand- 
ed. 

‘From a food standpoint fish-is equally as nourishing as meat; when 
it is properly cooked it is quite as palatable and it is much cheaper. 

‘; ‘There is, therefore, virtue in the slogan of the Association—‘‘Eat F ish 

"and Reduce the Cost of Living.” 

Fish and particularly sea fish should always be plentiful and cheap. 

At tht point of prodietion it is very. cheap today; but as the demand for 

it in the interior parts of the country is not yet large enough to enable it, 

‘as a general thing, to be shipped in carload lots, the cost of transport- 

ation is now at the maximum. Also the retailers as a usual thing.do not 
ow handle fish in great volume and so require a larger margin of profit than 
would otherwise be the case. Therefore, unlike most other foods the 

§reater the demand for fish the cheaper it can be_supplied, as fish costs 

nothing to produce beyond ihe: value. of the equipment and the labor ¢ em- 

ployed in catching it.- * 

Another piece of sound public advice is to not ‘confine use of fish to 
2 few well known varieties such as cod, haddock, halibut, etc. There 
are several other species such as flounders, locally known as plaice, soles, 
dabs, etc.,—skate, the wings of which are excellent food, pollock, hake, 
cusk, etc., which are plentiful. and cheap, because they are not yet in 
much demand; Such fish find a ready market in the older countries and 
$i should in Canada. 
thes : It is perfectly feasible to have fish in one form or another continu- 
te ally available in all parts of Canada. *\Where fresh fish on ice cannot al- 
“ways be delivered in perfect condition, frozen fresh fish, or canned fresh 

fish canbe, in addition to all kinds of the cured article: 
- There is an‘ unwarranted prejudice against frozen fish. Investiga- 
* tion has shown beyond question that a fish firm and fresh from the water 
that is properly frozen forthwith, that is shipped frozen in refrigerator 
Cars and never thawed out until it is defrosted slowly in cold water in 
= the kitchen of the consumer is the very next best thing to the same fish 
when it leaves the fisherman's bodt. The general use of frozen fish in 
this country at all times of the year would, in a large measure, solve 
,. transportation problems, and would enable fish to peas the consumer 
always in perfect condition and at lower prices. 

Also attention should be given to the excellence of canned fish. The 
firrg fresh fish direct from the cold water, after heing thoroughly cleaned 
and washed, are placed in the cans and are hermetically sealed and gook- 
ed with absolute thoroughness. In this form they will keep practically 
an unlimited period without any deterioration regardless of weather con- 
ditiog, and in using them there is no waste but the can.

Its. crES, spherical and rery minute, 
He on} the- bottom: [until hatched, 
whereupon the larrae swint avout for 
some Gays before attaching . them- 
stlves"to- convenient blades of cel 
gtass.. Then they. underge. a_rapid 
transfor-nation, assuming the “adult 
shape. 

For experimental purposes they, 
have been artificially reared; and it 


‘starfish 61ié-fourth or an Inch Inala 
meter; put in a dish with fifty-odd 
baby--elams,each-as long-as-one of 
{ts arms, cduld gobble up nearly all 
of them In a week, 3 
How. goes the starfish manage to 
xlll-and eat an oyster? It is a puz- 
zle that has only recently been solv- 
ed.

The starfish’s arms are corered 
the under side with little suckers.

commonly, though mistakenty, called 
the heart. Its strength may be judg- 
ed from the difficulty’ one: finds in 
opening an vyster, unless one hap- 
pens to be skilled Im the art.

Black powder is'the original’ gun- 
Powder. It nsists of) pulverized 
charcoal, sulphur and saltpetre mixed 
together. “Both sulphur<and ‘char- 
coal‘are inflammable, and if they. are 
ignited they. will :biirn.as fast as air 
can be supplied to complete the com- 
bustion. When saltpeter is heated ‘it 
gives off oxygen. By mixing with char- 
coal and sniphur enough saltpetre to 
supply the necessary oxygen for com- 
plete combustion, we obtain a mix- 
ture that can burn without the ald 
of air. 

As s00n as sufficient heat is ap- 
plied, the saltpetre gives off oxygen 
which burns the adjacent sulphur and

mer site of the British Forgings Com- 
pany, on the reclaimed Jand ‘of Ash- 
bridge’s Bay, Toronto, are far more 
arresting than the sometimes ‘weird. 
rumors that have been circulating for 
some weeks past in the press of Can- 
ada. Some idea ‘ofthe immense im- 
portance of this industry ‘and what 
benefits may accrue’ to Torénto and 
the country from its foundation there 
was obtained in an interview with 
the representatives.of this great firm, 
Roger Beek and J. C. Davies, the 
managing-director, who are making 
arrangements for’the Installation of 
the industry, the first buildings of 
which have already been started on 
thé’sandy land of the new: manufac- 
turing district. 

Baldwins, Limited, is a name to 
conjure with in the Old Country and 
wherever there is'a demand for stecl. 
It has: an ‘authorized capital © of 
£7,000,000 sterling, with £5,000,000 
called up. Jis 13,000 to 14,000 work- 
men form an army larger thah that. 
which established the British Enipire 
in India and other parts of the world. 
id property extend 
to every part of the British isles; 
where it is entirely self-contained. 
“We have our own. peat,. our own 
coal, which is mined in South Wales, 
our own iron-ore mines in Oxford- 
shire and other foreign countries,” 
said Mr. Beck. 

“We have large deposits 
silica, Sout. of which heat-resisting 
bricks and material is made, and so 
on,” said Mr. Davies. This magni- 
tude expressed in terms of products 
that would be astounding Baldwins 
turn out 1,000,000 tons of steel in- 
gots, and raise 1,250,000 tons of coal 
every year, They make ship; plates, 
boiler plates, ralls;‘black and galva- 
nized sheets, and tin plates, which 
are rolled in their. mills: Around the 
Baldwih iplant there spring @p a host

“The whole project was opened up 
by our firm,” said Mr, A. Ml.

“We are agents in Canada 
for Baldwins, Ltd., and for a number 
of years, we have been advising them 
to locate out here, or it would be only. 
a matter of time’ before the business 
they had. established= in Canada

Mongolia and tho League of Nations, 

Although the world at large gives 
Uttle thought to Mongolia, report 
from the East indicates that Mon- 
solla highly approves of the League 
of Nations, and hopes that it will be 
adopted as/soon us possible and will 
begin to look after Mongolla izimed:- 
ately afterward. Mongolia, in short, 
is vory much worried about the fw 
ture, for China.is preparing to cross 
the Gobl desert, where only the other 
day the failure of a badly organized 
effort to transport troops by motor 
postponed the advance, and although 
the nominal purpose of China is to 
protect her own frontler {rom Bol- 
shevist invasion, Mongolia suspects 
an intention of resuming her former 
dominance over the Mongolian peo- 
ple. Beforo the Chinese revolution 
Mongolia was controlled by China; 
but with-the downfall of the Manchu 
dynasty, and with the help and pro- 
tection of Russia, the country became 
independent. Now in turn the Rus- 
slan revolution has destroyed its pro- 
tection by one powerful neighbor, 
and Mongolia anticipates, unless the 
League of Nations comes to the res- 
cue, that she will again come under 
the political control of the other. Ap- 
Darently as a self-governing nation 
Mongolia did better than many stu- 
sents of oriental affairs expected; and 
quite as well as was necessary ‘for 
her own comfort, The Government Is 
patriarchal, embracing a number of

Umes dally. Gregt attention should 
be pald to the digestive organs in 
order to keep them as normal as pos- 
sible, and the patient should be kept 
so that she will take considerable 
exercise. The writer’s experience has 
been that the administration of drugs 
is non-effective. 

In many cases the gland becomes 
Perfectly indctive, and remains so 
until after the next parturition, 
when, in most cases, {t becomes nor- 
mal.—J. H. R., O. A. College, Guelph.

How Milk ts Secreted. 

No one knows exactly how the 
cow secretes milk, Various theories 
have been put forth explaining the 
Process, but none of these are en- 
tIrely satisfactory. About all we 
know fs that milk fs a true secretion 
of the mammary glands focated in 
what {fs known as the udder, more 
commonly called the “bag” of the 
cow. It {s made from blood. 

In order that the cow may have 
plenty of blood. out of which she may 
manufacture mk, She must be ina 

j healthy condition, be supplied with 
Plenty of ‘pure alr, and water, and 
have an abundance of the right kind 
of feed. 

“Some cows are unable to make 
milk abundantly even though the 
owner does all he can be expected 
fo do for his cows. In these cases, 
{t fs the fault of the cows—they 
have not the power within themselves 
of making milk from their feed. They 
seem to change thelr feed into blood 
which fs used~as a basis for manu- 
facturing beef, lastead of milk. In 
addition, there are cows which ap- 
parently do little or nothing with 
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Paying quanti 


» nor do they become j 
fat. These ari 


classed as “boarder” j 
cows, and are very unprofitable for 
a farmer to ‘keep, 

The only way to know for certain 
whether or not a cow is able to se 
crete milk In paying quantity, is to 
welgh the milk from each cow for

‘In this way, the owner may select the 
food from the poor cows, and thus 
build up a profitable herd for dairy

The common Dilan 
of preventing the milk going sour is 
to cool it to 50 deg. F, as soon as 
bossible after milking and keep it 
cold until it is used. ‘The reason for 
this Is, the cold makes an unfavor- 
able, condition for these plants to 
grow, hence the milk remains sweet, 
though sometimes it takes on bad 
favors, or develops disease preducing 
germs, In order to prevent this, we 
“pastcurize’’ milk in order to kill the 
germs present, by means of heat. If 
it is cooled and kept cold after heat- 
ing, the milk will keep swect for 
some time.and is free from disease 
germs. This is known as the safest 
kind of milk to use, “Safety First” 
is a good rule when buying milk.— 
Prof. H. H, Dean, 0. A. College, 
Gueiph, Saye

largest swimming pools on the con- 
Unent, a dining hall which will seat 
about three hundred, a theatre to 
seat five hundred, a small chapel, a 
Ubrary, music room, billiard room, 


;club and committee rooms ‘of all 


kinds—in a word, accommodation for | 
every form of student life and ac- 
tivity apart from the strictly. aca- 
demic work of the class-rooms. The 
opening of this wonderfol building 
synchronizes happily with the term- 
ination of the war and with a new 
era in the history of the University 
of. Toronto, It will be possible to 
give to the students returning from 
military life and to the younger - 
generation who are coming up in so 
great numbers, a social and a com- 
Muna] life which’ has not hitherto 
existed at Toronto. The old era is 
ended when students drifted 
through college entirely unsupervis- 
ed and e: o the temptations of 
Ufe in a large city, never coming in 
contact with their professors except 
in the class-room and Jearning. little 
there except the matter required for 
examinations. Hart House is design- 
ed to bring students and staff. to- 
gether upon common ground; It 
teaches very definitely by the silent’ 
symbolism of its walls that life is 
more than learning and personailty 
more precious than mind. 

And so the whole university will 
gradually be-compelled to alter Its 
attitude towards the student. He is 
neither raw material in the commer- 
clal sense nor an employe as the em- 
ployer understands the term, nor’a 
Private as the militarist uses that 
word, nor isthe any longer: a mere 
pupil or a child; he is a man aad not 
yet a grown man, and the full duty 
of the professor will be performed 
only. when in addition to forming the 
student’s mind he binds him to him- 
self as a friend. Life in the Univer- 
sity of Toronto in the years before 
the war was often very barren and 
very desolate for. many students who 
came up young and unformed and 
recetved unhappily. more scorn than 
sympathy. Hart House has set liself 
@ great and noble task.

This is especially true in 
these days when we are not even holding the industries we 
have, Jet alone acquiring new ones There exists a lament- 
able lack of public Spirit, of civic progressiveness and of 
- that co-operation which alone can accomplish results. Rad- 
ical changes in the system at present obtaining are now be- 
ing demanded by certain bodies of the electorate. Just 
' what these changes will/be‘is a matter of much concern to 

« those who have the good of the city ‘at heart, / 


It may be argued that the sity manager plan is an 
American idea, and that while it might be successful there 
it would not work out as well in Canada. We should wel- 
come new and progressive ideas no matter where they 
originate, and. apply themto our own use and profit. Be- 
sides, the plan, has already been adopted in certain Canadian 

“towns with splendid results: Kamloops, B:C., is a case.in 
point. J. J. Garment, the city manager there, in an ad- 
dress before the Union of British Columbia Municip: lities,

New Grouping of Constituencies. 

The only adequate criticism is that 
counting the ballots takes too long. 

The only change would be a new 
grouping of the conétituencies into 
greater areas, so that there should be 
at Jeast three to five representatives 
for each electoral district. 

The method uerd is the tranaferable 
vote. The elector/instead of. marking 
“X" aller one yame, puts the figure 1 
afterihis first’ choicd, the figure 2 alter 
his second choice; the figure 3 after 
his third-choice, and so on, for as 
many candidates as are on’ the ballot. 

The candidate is not elected by a 
majority, bat by what is called the 
“quota,” the srpajlest number of voles 
required to en#ute election. For ¢x- 
ample, if three candidates are to be 
elected, it would take one vote more 
than one-fourth of the votes cast to 
ensure tle candidates” election. The 
quota ia found, by dividing by one 
more than the number of represent- 
atives to be elected, and by adding 
‘one. : 

The first preference votes of each 
candidate are noted. The quota is de- 
termined. Candidates who have ob- 
tained the quota are'declared elected.

In the 
following ‘decade‘an improvement’ is 
perceptible (planted area being 28,-

fall in the sugar prices coinciding 
with an increase of South Sea labor. 
A law was passed prohibiting color- 
ed workmen,. European laborera took 
ground for the planting of cane, while 
the Government of Queensland! ad- 
vanced money to the groups of farm- 
ers working on a small scale to help 
them’ to build co-operative factories 
in’order to enable them to compete 
with the big'land owners, who stiif 
had Polynesian’contract laborers at 
their disposal for some time: ~ 
“Owing to the fact that the big 
land owners began to subdivide their 
estate on ‘which the former. white 
laborers: now’ established themselves 
as cane planters, and thanks to the 
Government’s ‘policy of advancing 
money, the cane sugar industry had 
undoubtedly a very successful period, 
1895-1900. The end of this period 
saw a further important development 
of the principle concerning the ex- 
ploiting ‘of trdpleat~ Australia by 
white men. - Tlie Federation of the 
Australian states which were in favor 
of free trafic among the different 
states, protected further the Austra- 
lian cané sugar industry against for- 
elgn competition by imposing an im- 
port duty of 1.37c. a pound. At the 
firat meeting of the Commonwealth 
Parliament in 1901 a resolution was 
Passed to send home the eight or 
mine thousand South Sea laborers 
which were still employed in the cane 
sugar industry, and further, as com- 
pensation for the Increasing cost 
price of sugar, a premium was of- 
fered for all sugar which was pro- 
duced solely by ‘white labor. 3 
“The fear that there would be an 
‘insufficient amount of white laborers 
Proved ungrounded, as the profits 
made in this industry were large 
enough to pay big wages in tho har- 
vest time, and so laborers came from 
all parts of Australia to the cane 
Sugar district. 
“Many cane sugar planters contin- 
ted to subdivide, their estates be- 
cause of the law already referred to, 
and in 1908 the number of European 
cane planters registered was 4,425. 
the total prodaction 151,000 tons, of 
which more than 93 per cent. was 
produced without colored workmen. 
“The following figure will give an 
idea of the development of the in- 


dustry:

“Forty years-ago planters grotnd 
their own cane, but now the plan 
ing of cane is as a rule apart fro 
the manofacturing of sugar. 

“Manufacturers do not sell their 
sugar in the open market, but to re- 
fineries. It goes without saying that 
an industry which stretches from 
Nerang in the south to Port Douglas 
in’ the north, a distance of about 
¥,000 miles, shows great contrasts 
here and there. Irrigation is neces- 
sary imsome districts, so as in Burde- 
kin delta and ‘in other: places drain- 
age is a first essential. Top-dressing 
varies according to the ground, and 
extensive analyses are made fn the 
laboratory at Bundaberg, in the cane 
sugar district, It takes the cane two 
years to ripen in South Queensland, 
while the cane in the extreme north 
is ready for the rollers Afteen months 
after planting. 

“Certain industries in connection 
with the cane sugar Industry, as, for 
example, jam making industry, so im- 
Portant in Australia, have experienc- 
ed great dificultiea of late years be- 
cause of the increasing price of 
sugar. These difficulties date from 
1916-17, when the Government pur- 
chased the sugar at 3.90c. per pound, 
and a new standard of wages was 
fixed (the so-called Dickson award) 
by which the jaborers in the cane 
sugar indusrty received from $6 to 
$8 more per week. This wage stan- 
dard threatened the cane sugar plant- 
ers with financial ruin; the Federal 
Government purchased the crop for 
4.55c, per pound, and after the Gor- 
ernment of Queensland had promised 
not to increase the cost priceof sugar 
further (as had happened with the 
Sranting of the Dickson wages) the 
Federal Government bound itself to 
Pay this price for the present crop 


as well as that of 1919- -1920."

The cold, Jegal atmosphere of the 
courts would be thought unfavorable 
to belief, jn witchcraft, and. yet a 
farmer — by no means an ignorant 
man — stood up the other day in-a 
‘Norfolk court and informed ihe 
‘bench that someone had bewitched 
his cows, He cured the evil spell by 
thrusting a red-hot poker into his 
churn, when the evil spirit vanished 
in a bright flame. 

Years ago an old crone who was 
croes-grained “with the neighbors 
stood a good chance of being tried 
(and burnt) for witchcraft, and cases 
are even known where animals were 
solemnly brought into court and tried 
on s similar charge. 

A tough old cock at Basle, in Swit- 
Serland, was accused of laying eggs— 
& most serious offence, as such eggs 
were used ohly for making witches’ 
olntment. The unhappy bird was 
haled before the justices, and one'of 
the eggs produced as proof of gullt. 
In the face of such evidence 
rooster’s case was hopeless. He 
convicted, and he and his miraculous 
eggs solemnly burnt atthe stake in 
the town square, 

A sow and six young pigs were 
accused of witchcraft towards a child, 
and were brought, protesting loudly, 
before the “beak.” Amid great sen- 
sation the sow was found guilty and 
publicly executed, but/the porkers 
Were acquitted on the ground of ex- 
treme youth. As late as 1740 a cow 
was accused of possessing a “‘devil,”” 
and after a long hearing was found 
guilty, and condemned to death. 
“Rats and mice and such small deer” 
have been summoned on numerous 
occasions, but almost invariably fail- 
ed to put in an appearance at court, 

In the fifteenth century the peas- 
ants of a village in -the south of 
France took legal proceedings against 
a plague of locusts which trespassed 
on their fields and devoured their 
crops. As the case was still. being 
fought nearly ha]f a century later, 
the modern gardener can sympathize 
with the unlucky plaintiffs, but 
would probably prefer the more up- 
to date application of time of mus- 

































Another action was brought 
against a pest of leeches swarming 
fn the ponds and streams of another 
country district in France. The judge 
issued a decree against the leeches 

ing farther on the disputed 
territories, but history is silent as 
to whether the injunction was obeyed 
or ignored, with resultant punish- 
ment for contempt of court. 

Animals have even been: admitted 
as winesses in the courts, It used 
to be considered no offence to kill a 
burgar trying to break into a house. 
There arose the difficulty that one 
man fiving alone might ask another 
to his house, and then murder him, 
pretending that he was a robber. To 
get over this it was decided that any 
domestic animal, such as a cat or a 
dog, present at the time might bear 
witness. 
questioned satisfied the court that 
his master had acted in good faith 
the killing was held to be justified. 
There are not many instances of 
acquittal.

How Oranges Are Hathed, 


Oranges are not just plucked off 
the tree and packed into crates, and 
then shipped off to foreign countries. 
If that were the case, most oranges 
before they arrived would be rotten 
and not worth eating. - 

When an orange is plucked the 
skin begins to draw closer to the 
pulp, and this causes the orange to 
give off moisture, which would make 
it “sweat” and spoil if packed at 
once, 

Instead, the oranges are bathed. 
They are dumped into a long, narrow 
tank of water, at one end of which 
is a big wheel with a tire of soft 
bristles. This wheel turns round so 
that its lower edge works with an- 
other set of brushes below, and the 
oranges, after bobbing about in the 
tank, pass between these wet brushes 
and come out, bright and clear.

houses women clean oranges by hand. 
Each with a tub of ‘water and brush 
scrub busily away at huge piles of 
oranges, which never seem to grow 
less, 
After their wash the oranges are 
spread out in the sun to dry on long 
slanting racks, after which they are
